ABISTOCKACl IK POLITICS. 


Wben the real situation of the conn- 


try Is taken into review there Is, no 
place for differences ot a personal na- 
ture that ehonld Interfere with tbe ob- 
ligation there Is upon a patriot. Those 
who have political grievances, personal 
or otherwise, over some fancied neg- 
lect or oversight to regulate and re- 
venge upon political adversaries, have 
Chosen a time that is unfortunate to 
bring them to light for adjustment, 
when the best energies of each citizen 
who favors reform should be directed 
for the common good by correcting 
the evils there are everywhere In the 
affairs of the nation and in the affairs 
of commonwealths. 


Those whose selfishness make It 


understood by statements made, or 
otherwise, that they are willing to 
forgive and forget, provided they can 
have this or that office, are of no more 
nseto the people in their efforts to 
correct the many abases there are 
upon them. Those who are in politics 
for what there is in it for them per- 
sonally are in the way in any move- 
ment for the good of the whole. The 
reason there Is that makes a person 
who is seeking his personal advance- 
ment only in (he way la bis selfish- 
ness. 


When a person Is thoroughly wrapped 


op In self, there is no room in bis 
affections or make-up for the good of 
others. Wben a political party is used 
for the advancement of a few and is 
organized for that purpose, it has 
ceased to be of any benefit to the peo- 
ple or to the State. Wben a political 
party Is peed for individual purposes 
and the people and their interests are 
made subservient to individual wishes 
and personal ambitions, there Is no 
public aotion. 


A commonwealth, when snob condi- 


tions are npon !t, will not prosper, be- 
cause it is not within tbe conditions 
that brlag prosperity. 
All public 


matters, when Individual political In- 
terests are first, must take a second 
position, wblob is usually the last 
position there Is to receive notice, and 
when notloe is given to public interests 
It Is given for the purpose of providing 
the means necessary to maintain the 
Interests of those who are directing 
public affairs. 


When there is a party, or a political 


aristocracy, whose Interests claim 
pablio attention to the exclusion of 
the interests ot the people, there are 
conditions that demand public atten- 
tion which should be removed. A 
political, or party aristocracy is a 
bane to prosperity, public success, 
and public morals. A political arlstoc • 
racy is debasing in Its work, because 
the work ic impure and In opposition 
to tbo best interests of society and tbe 
advancement of political 
integrity. 


It is rottenness in which all manner 
of political fungus take root and 
flourish. 


In its imparities a foul political at- 


mosphere Is generated that destroy 
health giving propsrtles and efforts in- 
tended for tbe public good. All inter- 
ests of a pnbllo character are made 
subservient, to Its protection and main- 
tainanoe and tbe earnings of the peo- 
ple are made its pray to sustain a class 
of parasites upon tbe body politic. 
They oppose all changes or reforms 
till they are admitted to direct them 
when they will become noisy and the 
most pronounced reformers which will 
Invariably end by placing them in 
office. They oppose all reforms by the 
people because they have oonstltnted 
themselves guardians of tbe pnblio 
weal which means in their mode of 
management that they are the pnbllo 
and tbe advancement of their personal 
interests and ambitions is advance- 
ment of the commonweal. 


Wblle such conditions continue re- 


form for the pnbllo good is Impossible 
as It is to tbe interest of a political 
aristocracy to keep pnbllo conditions 
as they are. Change Is In opposition 
to any aristocratic condition In the 
affairs of men. Every possible avenne 
from whence change might come Las 
been closed by the aristocracy of Eng- 
land and'-; the whole of the old world 
to perpetuate Itself. Change means 
advancement, as progress cannot be 
made without It hence all aristocratic 
conditions are In opposition to pro- 
gress. 


One of tbe oblef causes for the 


United States in material and Intel- 
lectual development has bsen the 
absence of 
aristocracy and 
its 


methods, change has been rapped 
and progress has corresponded with 
change. Nevada has been sufficiently 
unfortunate to have a political aristoc- 
racy and there has been no advance 
made snob as there should have been 
in the natural order of things.

"forty bushel to the acre" fields. Al- 
falfa is knee high and growing a half 
an inch a night. Tbe rancher has no 
need to irrigate it at present. The 
rains are doing that for him in the 
manner prescribed by nature.

growers have nothing to complain of. 
There is an immense acreage oat to 
onions and potatoes and these ad- 
juncts to the bill of fare will be ship- 
ped from Beno to lees favored places 
next fall in carload lots. 


STOCK MEN HAPPY. 


Oattle growers and sheep men said 


two weeks ago that they never saw the 
bunch grass so high and the flowers BO 
plentiful as then. Since the late raina 
have fallen the conditions have BO 
greatly improved that one facetious 
cattle man said yesterday that the 
ranchers would be cutting the bunch 
grass for hay in a month or two if the 
rain continued. 


The "locusts of the west," otherwise 


known as sheep, are not pursuing their 
usual custom of eating the bunch grass 
loots aad all, destroying the feed for 
years, bat crop slowly along, picking 
a mouthful here and there. They are 
becoming fat and lazy and not losing 
their wool in the usual mad scramble 
through the brush iu search of an oc- 
casional mouthful. 


Oattle are sleek and rotund. In little 


bunches they are scattered through the 
hills, getting fatter every day. Wild 
horses wear glossy coats, the result of 
excellent and plentiful nourishment. 
There are lots of magnificent fellows 
roaming over the hills and plains that 
never knew the branding iron. They 
look fit enough for milady's carriage, 
when properly broken. 


THE MINING INDUSTBY.

There is a prospector on 


every hill, and ore enough to keep a 
fifty-ton smelter and a ten battery 
stamp mill running for months is on
